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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed June 7, 2004 has been entered and fally considered. 

2. Claims 1-13, 29 and 30 were canceled. Accordingly, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) is withdrawn. 

3. The objection to claims 6 and 14-28 is withdrawn in light of the cancellation of 
claim 6 and the amendments to claims 14 and 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 14-28 and 31 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The imaging layer of Zheng et al. (US 5,985,514) can contain one or more 
conventional surfactants for coatability, dye or colorants for visualization or any other 
conventional addenda (column 10, lines 10-15), however there is no teaching or 
suggestion to specifically incorporate a diazonium, iodonium, copper (I), 
alkoxypyridinium or maleimide additive (or mixtures thereof) as required in the present 
claims.
